11^1/ itblits stook, Potjiekos kook, two 
v v social occupations sure to draw 
people together under the open sky. What 
could be more gesellig than sitting around 
an open fire, dipping into the potjie and 
sipping a particularly potent product of 
the grape from the day's stook? 

On Saturday, 14 April, over 100 Prince 
Alberters, and visitors from as far afield 
as Canada, enjoyed just such a gathering. 
And there were cooks aplenty to provide 
their special version of a potjie - a solid 
foundation for the occasional sip of wit- 
blits. The Fransie Pienaar Museum is one 
of only two institutions with the highly 
prized stooklisensie to produce witblits. 

Alhoewel die Kaapse Wijnbouwers- 
vereniging (KWV) in 1924 die monopolie 
op brandewyn gekry het, word kolleges 
en landboumuseums toegestaan om hul 
eie witblits te stook. Die Kleinplasie- 
museum naby Worcester in die Wes-Kaap 
distilleer byvoorbeeld egte Kaapse wit- 
blits. Die Voortrekkers van die 19de eeu 
het hierdie stooktradisie bewaar en hulle 
potketels saamgeneem tydens die Groot 
Trek. Mampoer, 'n ander plaaslike 
brandewynsoort, is soos die Kaapse wit- 
blits uniek aan Suid-Afrika. Veral in die 



historiese provinsie Transvaal word nog 
steeds verskillende vrugte gefermenteer en 
gedistilleer. Die naaste ekwivalent van 
mampoer is Europese vrugte Schnapps 
(onversoet) wat net soos mampoer ver- 
vaardig word (bron: Internet). Maar die 
twee brandewynsoorte kom nie eers naby 
die edel witblits nie. 

Words like voorloop (the discarded nox- 
ious alcohols and methanol, which are in 
fact poisonous), then the desirable alco- 
hol, the loop (about 58% alcohol - it can 
be higher), and finally the naloop (amyl 
alcohols with the smell of varnish), indi- 
cate a staged distillation process. These 
descriptive words belong to the traditional 
culture of witblits production. A further 
secret was revealed by the stokers at this 
year's event - the naloop can undergo a 
further stage of distillation and produce up 
to 85% alcohol! All this was explained by 
Bokkie Botha, volunteer stoker for the 
occasion. Surprisingly, the process for the 
purest of pure witblits does not need so- 
phisticated equipment, just an understand- 
ing of how distillation works and a large 
measure of commitment and patience. 

John McKenna demonstrated that the 
'thermostat' can be simply the opening and 
closing of the fire door to boost or dampen 
the fire under the kettle. The raising or 




lowering of the heat has an immediate ef- 
fect on the thin stream of clear witblits 
flowing traditionally over a lemon tree leaf, 
and into a container. After many hours of 
nurturing the process of the 135 litres of 
stookwyn, only about 12 litres of witblits 
results on which the Museum pays annual 
tax on the quantity as well as on the alcohol 
content. 

With the new bottles and their distinctive 
new labels standing ready for sale at R100, 
the remainder of the 201 1 stook was put up 
for auction with Mark Steyn presiding. His 
cajoling humour raised the mood of the 
gathering into compulsive bidding, with the 
highest price of R200 being reached for a 
2011 vintage, and R260 for the latest 2012 
stook, which far exceeded expectations. 

By holding the annual stook, the Fransie 
Pienaar Museum confirms its central posi- 
tion in the cultural life of Prince Albert. 
Although it benefits financially from the 
annual stook, it depends on the Friends of 
the Museum for their voluntary contribu- 
tion, both financially and organisationally. 
The curator, Lydia Barrella can be proud of 
the continued success of the event and in 
turn wishes to thank all who helped and in 
particular the stookspan, Bokkie Botha, 
John McKenna and Jeremy Freemantle, as 
well as Annette Coetzee for managing the 
potjiespan and for giving so generously of 
their time and skills. 

The 2012 stook witblits is sold at the Mu- 
seum for R100 per bottle.

A Christian Perspective: Olive Oil - A Holy Oil

When you visit the Prince Albert 
olive groves during the Olive Fes- 
tival to watch oil being pressed, you wit- 
ness the production of a sacred oil, which 
has always been present in the Christian 
sacraments which have their origins in 
ancient Judaism. 



The book of Exodus (30: 22-33) tells us 
that the Lord spoke to Moses and gave 
instructions on how sacred anointing oil 
might be prepared from olive oil and 
spices, in order to consecrate Aaron and 
his sons as priests. Later on kings were 
also anointed to serve God as leaders 
among his people. 

In the Eastern Orthodox, Roman Catholic, 
Anglican and many Protestant churches, 
olive oil is still used as part of the sacra- 
ments. Three different types are prepared: 
the oil of the sick, the oil of the catechu- 
mens and the holy chrism and only virgin 
olive oil is considered appropriate to pre- 
pare these sacred ointments. 

One of the first references of the Bible to 
the use of oil for anointing the sick ap- 
pears in the Epistle of James: Is anyone 
among you sick? Let them call the elders 
of the church to pray over them and anoint 
them with oil in the name of the Lord 
(James 5:14). In this sacrament, olive oil is 



understood to be medicine that will com- 
fort and strengthen the sufferer. Ultimately 
it symbolizes the final healing that will 
come with the resurrection. 

The oil of the catechumens is used in the 
ordination of priests and the consecration 
of a monarch. The Holy Chrism is an oil 
mixed with scent as a symbolic fragrance 
to distinguish it from the other oils and is 
used for the sacrament of Confirmation 
when the bishop draws a cross with the oil 
on the candidates' foreheads, symbolizing 
the gift of the Holy Spirit. 

Listen for the bells which summon you to 
join us in worship on Sunday: many 
church bells are still consecrated with a 
liberal draught of olive oil. We hope that 
visitors will take the opportunity to share 
in a service with our local congregations, 
who worship in both English and Afri- 
kaans. 

Jan 'Olyf and Annelien Bothma, who 
farm Swartrivier, the oldest olive farm in 
the district, say that God is their silent 
partner in the business. As you enjoy the 
scent, glorious colour and peppery taste of 
the olive oil from all our farms, look on it 
as a blessing from God upon you and your 
meal.

At about 8.30 pm on 10 April I was 
driving on the R407 from Prince Albert 
in the direction of Klaarstroom. 
Although the moon was waning it was a 
bright clear night. On the long straight 
downhill section 9 km from town I saw 
a kudu on the left (north side) shoulder. 
It was crossing the road from left to 
right about 30 meters ahead of my bak- 
kie.

Golf estate offers vague promises 

I would like to commend Richard and 
Sue Dean for the thorough analysis of 
the implications of the proposed golf es- 
tate in the previous PA Friend (March/ 
April 2012). 

One should also remind people that the 
Municipality consults a professional town 
planner who has engaged the community 
over several years to provide a develop- 
ment plan to meet future needs of the vil- 
lage and all its inhabitants. The need for 
gap housing was addressed in the existing 
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plan. I am astonished at the temerity of 
individuals with no professional exper- 
tise in spatial development who would 
take it upon themselves to decide where 
business centres or new housing should 
be placed. There are many important 
factors to be taken into account that are 
beyond the expertise of a developer. 
The welfare of a village and its people is 
at stake. 

The issue of job creation is very impor- 
tant. In the February/March edition of 
the Friend Mr ID Vorster was quoted as 
proffering new jobs as a motivation for 
the golf estate development. This is a 
rather vague claim. It would be helpful 
if the developers could list and enumer- 
ate the new jobs that are likely to be 
created. And secondly, it would be in- 
teresting to know whether such new 
jobs would compensate the community 
for the number of jobs lost when - ac- 
cording to reports - the export fruit or- 
chards were uprooted to clear space for 
the proposed golf course?

opportunities in Prince Albert, but empty 
promises will not feed hungry children.

Facts about Waterkop 

I n behalf of Mr Samie Luttig, the 
developer of Waterkop, I would 
like to correct some general misconcep- 
tions and respond to specific comments 
on this development as voiced by Pro- 
fessor Sue Milton-Dean and Dr Richard 
Dean in the last Friend, and from time to 
time, by several members of the commu- 
nity at large. 

In 2004, in direct response to market 
demand for smallholdings, I approached 
Mr Luttig about the possibility of doing 
a development on 1 00 hectares of mar- 
ginalised farmland east of the town. The 
proposal I put to him, and which was 
later presented to the Municipality in 
principle, was for an eco-development 
where landowners would share commu- 
nal boreholes and use solar/wind sources 
for energy. This was primarily so as not 



to put pressure on scarce urban resources 
now or in future, and also in response to 
the rapidly trending "green" movement. 

On the basis of an eco-development, 
20 plots of an average 5 hectares each 
were almost immediately reserved by 
keen buyers off-plan, subject to subdivi- 
sion approval. 

At this stage, the Municipality reversed an 
earlier decision in principle, stating that 
unless full Municipal services were in- 
stalled, permission would not be given for 
the development. The reason given was 
that the development should generate in- 
come for the Municipality by way of ser- 
vices, service levies and future building 
penalties on any vacant land. 

Immediately the proposed prices had to be 
almost doubled to accommodate unfore- 
seen new costs. As a result most of the 
original buyers fell away. The plots were 
released at the new prices and again sold 
out in a very short time. Since then, some 
of them have been resold once more.

All the requirements laid down by the 
Municipality were fully and timeously 
met, including the Environmental Im- 
pact Assessment (by Prof Sue Milton- 
Dean in which she identified 92 indige- 
nous plant species at Waterkop) and all 
the correct specifications for services 
including electrical cables, transformers 
etc. All installations were done in accor- 
dance with Municipal and Eskom regu- 
lations. The initial electrical work was 
undertaken by Mr Johan van Zyl and 
after he left, completed by Mr Jan Nel. 

To preserve the integrity of the rural 
nature of the development, it is laid 
down in the title that no further subdivi- 
sion will be allowed. In addition, Mr 
John Whitton (Architect, Retd.) drew up 
an exhaustive list of guidelines for 
building which nevertheless allows 
room for innovative architecture in what 
is a transitional zone between urban and 
rural land. The development concept 
was fully approved by whichever town 
planning and cultural/historic bodies 
were in office at the time. 



The time for Waterkop was right. Prince 
Albert had enjoyed a meteoric increase 
in property values over the previous dec- 
ade due to assertive marketing. In addi- 
tion the global trend for alternative life- 
styles gained added impetus in South 
Africa because of crime in its cities and 
the downward spiral of the currency. 

No one could have foreseen the global 
financial meltdown which began to im- 
pact on every aspect of business, growth, 
development, and naturally property, 
shortly thereafter. If the majority of Wa- 
terkop plots - and Kweekvallei Estate 
and Luttig Circle - are still not devel- 
oped, it is the result of market forces, as 
well as equally meteoric rises in building 
costs and the lack of easily obtained 
mortgage finance. 

Waterkop is not costing the ratepayers 
money and the Municipality is earning 
its allotted income which is now multi- 
ple thousands more than originally paid 
annually on undeveloped land. 



In spite of being responsible for road 
maintenance, the Municipality has not 
once graded the road - this is still done by 
the developer at his own expense. In addi- 
tion, he has carted tons of stones into the 
river as fill, and these are regularly and 
illegally removed by people for their gar- 
dens. 

In addition, scores of people are taking 
advantage of the space and the views to 
walk their dogs, ride their bicycles and 
motorbikes, take shortcuts through the 
development to farms beyond the koppie, 
and generally making free use of these 
private facilities. 

In my opinion there is no valid cause for 
complaint or comment from any quarter.

After years of confinement, a group 
of Chacma baboons used for re- 
search will be relocated to a sanctuary 
where they will remain for the rest of 
their natural lives. 

Deprived of meaningful social interac- 
tion, these sentient beings had been ran- 
domly captured in their home terrain 
and imprisoned for academic research. 
The baboons were held in solitary con- 
ditions (as this was more practical for 
management) for useless experimenta- 
tion and research in humans. 

Non-human primates are not good mod- 
els for human disease: Dated public 
information about HIV obtained from 
studies of the disease in chimpanzees 
conducted elsewhere in the 90' s had 
already been declared to have no predic- 
tion value for humans, whilst advances 
in alternatives to animal organs are be- 
ing made all the time. Prosthetic valves 
have been almost perfected in human 
cardiac surgery for some time now. The 
establishment considered the need, ex- 
pense, and cruelty involved was justi- 
fied for the betterment of man, so wor- 
thy of preserving.

It is 
surprising that they don't shun us, but 
they are too much like us: bold, oppor- 
tunistic, forgiving, curious, sociable, 
and ready to engage. And if there is a 
pie going they want their piece of it! 

We can look at them and learn what it 
means to pass the time leisurely, to play, 



to work and live together freely. ... 

While you were down at the pub, or 
swimming in the sea, or just watching 
TV we helped ourselves to the surplus 
crops and the odd lamb chop; trashed a 
few rows of mielies, while you were 
away. We figured it was there for the 
taking. Such excess! 

Until the late 1970's it was legal for se- 
lect human beings to hunt down and kill 
the San Bushmen variety of Homo 
sapiens in this country. Eish\ 

It's still legal to shoot baboons and 
many other naturally occurring non- 
human beings, requiring no proof to be 
considered vermin. Humans can do any- 
thing they please to these sentient crea- 
tures, however violent, by way of trap- 
ping, torture, leaving them to die in 
cages or 'leg hold traps' in the sun, poi- 
soning, running down with a vehicle 
with no accountability whatsoever now, 
on this earth, in this life with its waxing 
waning conscience. 

Save the rare mountain gorilla! There 
are only a few dozen remaining on a 
remote slope of a dwindling forest in 
central Africa. He is so big and hand- 
some, almost human. The great ape must 
live: He has a right to live! He has a 
family, emotions, and feelings: It would 
be unthinkable to shove him in a box 
and leave him to die, shoot him point 
blank, slit his throat, hack off a foot or a 
hand, violate that perfect form... our 
cousin, the baboons' cousin, mammal, 
living creature of this rogue planet. 

Is it worth the effort and expense to re- 
habilitate clearly physically and psycho- 
logically damaged primates? They have 
clung to life thus far against all odds. 
For each one being alive is the same 
miracle of existence.

Jan is baie bly dat Swartrivier hierdie jaar 
weer so 'n goeie oes het dat hy in staat is 
om vars olywe tydens die Olyffees te 



verkoop - mense wat die vier kg kartonne 
wil koop, kan vooraf bestel. 

Die droogte wat die afgelope jaar geheers 
het, het volgens Jan nie 'n noemenswaar- 
dige invloed op die oes gehad nie - al die 
bome is onder besproeiing. Faktore wat 
wel 'n rol gespeel het, is die feit dat daar 
nie tydens die bestuiwing klam, nat weer 
was nie. Die vogtige lug maak die stuif- 
meel klam en dan kan die wind dit nie 
behoorlik versprei nie. Ander faktore wat 
gehelp het, is dat daar min erg koue weer 
was, en dat baie warm winde skaars was. 
Die oes was ook nie te "swaar" nie. Jan 
vertel: "As die bome te oorvloedig dra, 
word die oes baie stadiger ryp. Dan pluk 
ons te laat - selfs tot begin Augustus - 
wanneer die bome al weer moet begin bot. 
Dit beteken dat die bome geen rustyd kry 
nie. Die ideaal is dat daar minstens 'n 
rusperiode van twee maande moet wees."

Olive picking and 
pressing takes place from late March to 
the end of May. 

Visit Kredouw Farm during the Olive 
Festival. On Friday, 27 April, the 
press and shop is open to visitors from 
08h00 to 16h00 and on Saturday, 28 
April, from 09h00 to 15h00.

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Prince Albert's 2012 Commemorative Bins: The Artists' Contribution 
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Ricky Salt's "Outa Lappies" 
- John McKenna - 

The aim of the 2012 commemora- 
tive bin project was to involve all 



our local artists, young and old, profes- 
sional and amateur in bringing the history 
and the art of the whole town onto the 
streets for all to see and enjoy We were 
lucky that so many artists agreed to donate 
their talent and precious hours and deliv- 
ered colourful, creative and uniquely 
decorated bins that will stand the test of 
time. This is the first of three articles on 
the artists who were part of the project. 

Lorna Verran helped spark my ideas for 
both the bin and town gables projects and 
she also painted four wonderful bins. One, 
which is well worth close examination, is 
opposite Lewis Stores on the corner of 
Deurdrift and Church Streets. It is unusual 
in that it has a white background. The bin 
depicts iconic Karoo symbols, like roost- 
ers and windmills, as well as representa- 
tions of topical issues such as fracking. 
Another of Lorna's bins celebrates the 



100 birthday of the Prince Albert 
Friend later this year and is located near 
the Fransie Pienaar Museum and the 
Markie. Many people do a double take 
at the "Karoo" bin outside African Rel- 
ish Recreational Cooking School; the 
bin is an inspired play on Koo 's well- 
known canned fruits and vegetables. 
Lorna's fourth bin illustrates sheep and 
angora goats and olives and olive 
branches. It is aptly located outside Ka- 
roo Looms. 

Jenny Martin painted three bins, which 
were much sought after at the launch of 
the bin project on 3 December 2011 at 
Seven Arches. "Trapsuutjies" is at the 
Weltevrede Fig Farm, while "Karoo 
Evening" is at the corner of Adderley 
and Magrieta Prinsloo Streets. "Three 
Aloes" is placed outside the Watershed

For some years the Prince Albert Cul- 
tural Foundation members have par- 
ticipated in the public consultation ses- 
sions conducted by the Municipality for 
the Spatial Development Framework 
(SDF) prepared by Terraplan Associates. 
(Terraplan Associates are town and re- 
gional planners and urban development 
consultants based in Cape Town.) The 
current version of the SDF reflects the 
planning priorities for the town and al- 
lows for more affordable erven to be lo- 
cated within the urban edge - in other 
words closer to the amenities of the town 
and on desirable land which can be ser- 
viced and developed affordably. The cost 
of the development itself would need to 
take socio-economic factors into consid- 
eration, and suit business people and pro- 
fessionals who are eligible for housing 
bonds. 

Development in the town over the recent 
past has been mainly in North End where 
the socio-cultural integration of the wider 
community has not been addressed and 
the 'apartheid' exclusivity pattern has 
been perpetuated. The current notion be- 
ing promoted of a housing development 
on the existing golf course as part of the 
motivation for the proposed golf estate, 
will entrench division in the community, 



socially, culturally and economically. It 
would become a neighbourhood set apart 
in isolation, a position aggravated by nu- 
merous factors: the physical barrier cre- 
ated by the R328, the windblown smell 
from the sewage works and the frequent 
smoke from waste disposal site, to name a 
few. The result of this option amounts to 
a non-inclusive way in which the town 
would be forced to develop and grow. 

In the light of these factors, the Founda- 
tion believes that the concept of affordable 
erven (now forming part of the SDF) 
should be acted upon, i.e. erven within the 
main body of the town with a desirable 
location, size and orientation. Economical 
access to services is also an important 
consideration in terms of the utilization or 
extension of the existing infrastructure. 

The SDF indicates numerous suitable 
blocks of undeveloped sites around the 
hospital area, as well as the municipal 
yards currently occupied by the authori- 
ties, west of Mark Street and south of 
Crosby Street. The latter would mean the 
relocation of the municipal activities to a 
more suitable site, such as the industrial 
area. However, it becomes a matter of 
priorities as to the most deserving use of 
such a centrally located site. 



To meet the criteria for affordable erven, 
the option illustrated in Fig. 1 makes provi- 
sion for 30 erven on the municipal site 
(between 350 square metres and 500 square 
metres as per the SDF) with culs-de-sac, 
which would provide safe play areas for 
children. The economic advantage of the 
configuration lies in the street to services 
ratio, and the relatively short link with the 
town's sewer systems - both contribute to 
the affordability of the development. 

With the finite supply of water available to 
the town, and with a long term view of the 
growing future demand, there could be no 
better time than now to further a worthy 
cause - domestic usage in affordable hous- 
ing schemes, rather than to sustain the lux- 
ury of a golf course on the one hand, and 
service the high end demands for water for 
an upmarket housing scheme. 

To implement this vision, the Council 
would need to be pro-active regarding the 
development of these erven, and to explore 
the best options, for example on a plot-and- 
plan basis and subject to appropriate archi- 
tectural guidelines. This concept would 
need to be considered by a representative 
forum and of course, remains open to nego- 
tiation. 

Ter opsomming: Die doel van hierdie 
artikel is om die ongelyke woonomstandig- 
hede waarop die groei van die dorp sal 
afstuur, uit te lig as die dorp se fisiese ver- 
deeldheid van die verlede as riglyn 
toegepas word.

The delightful cottage garden of 
Renee Finn and Dawn Viljoen was 
the venue for the April meeting of the 
Garden Club. About 25 people gathered 
in the shade of a large tree, with flurries 
of birds fighting for seeds from the feed- 
ers overhead, to hear Athol Loppnow 
speak about skinks, lizards, and snakes. 

However, no sooner had Athol started 
his talk, but his cell phone rang and off 
he hurried to rescue a snake from the 
industrial area. A few minutes later he 
returned, bucket in hand, to show us a 
young Cape Cobra. What perfect timing! 



The talk continued, with the snake sitting 
in the bucket in the middle of the group 
while we learnt how to tell a skink from a 
snake. Skinks are legless/limbless lizards 
that vary in colour from dark brown to 
pink and have a short stubby tail. They are 
harmless grub and insect eaters and are 
often found in compost heaps, piles of 
leave or shallow ground and they are bene- 
ficial in controlling garden insects. 

Athol spoke about the useful blue-headed 
koggelmander, which feeds on ant 
mounds, and termite-type winged ants. 
Scorpions are definitely creatures not to 
meddle with, especially if you find one 
with small pincers and a thick tail as these

have a very poisonous sting that may 
even be fatal in small children and the 
elderly. 

Athol is a registered snake remover, with 
a permit from Cape Nature Conservation 
which requires him to keep detailed re- 
cords of snakes and where they are 
caught, as well as where and when they 
are released. The most common snakes 
in the Prince Albert area are Cape Co- 
bras, followed by puff adders and more 
rarely, boomslang. The egg eaters are 
often mistaken for night adders, and sand 
snakes may also be found, as well as the 
pretty spotted harlequin - Athol says that 
these three are all fairly harmless. 

Athol was the perfect person to ask what 
one should do if bitten by a snake. His 
laconic reply was 'don't panic" which is 
perhaps easier said than done! Apply a 
compression bandage (not too tight) to 
the whole limb and get to a hospital or 
doctor as soon as possible. Do not try to 
self treat. Even with the most toxic of 
bites from a cape cobra, there is usually 
plenty of time before ill effects are felt. 

After many varied questions, we enjoyed 
our afternoon tea. Thank you Athol for a 
most interesting and informative talk. 
How fortunate that the residents and 
snakes of Prince Albert are to have you 
available to provide this service. Call 
Athol at anytime on 082 821 6984 if you 
need a snake removed.

Chameleon, who is a highlight of the 
Festival, replied to the e-mails as fol- 
lows: 

"I have recently received numerous re- 
quests from various parties to cancel my

upcoming performance in Prince Albert 
due to the gin trap manufacturing that is 
said to take place in the town. 

Personally I find the torture that these 
traps could inflict upon animals abhorrent 
and therefore I have much understanding 
for this view. 

However, I feel that by cancelling my per- 
formances in this town I risk punishing the 
wrong people. Way back, in the apartheid 
days, I stood firm against the inequalities 
of the system and I personally paid a high 
price for my resistance. But I was never 
happy about the fact that I couldn't see the 
Springboks play against other interna- 
tional teams and those boycotts did noth- 
ing for me except to unfairly punish me. 

Furthermore, by yielding to these de- 
mands I risk setting a precedent which 



may eventually, through the actions of 
that coiled and virtuous snake called 
consistency that forever has its fangs 
aimed at its own tail, force me to cancel 
shows in Pretoria in protest against the 
name changing there (which I do not 
agree with) or to cancel shows in Jo- 
hannesburg due to the municipal cor- 
ruption there (which I also abhor and 
which causes me personal damage). 

Thus I would much rather go and show 
my face in Prince Albert and use my 
presence to send out the right message, 
rather than shout it out quietly with the 
inconspicuous voice of my absence. 

I am a person of action.

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Honouring our Roots: Dr Jan van Heerden 




Dr Jan van Heerden by Janus 
- Ailsa Tudhope - 

This month's spotlight falls on another 
Prince Albert figure with a link to 
the Anglo-Boer War Commando, Gideon 
Scheepers: Dr Jan van Heerden, whose 
uncle Carel was Scheeper's second in 
command. Gideon handed his Mauser to 
Carel at Koppieskraal shortly before his 
capture, ordering him to take the comman- 
does out into the hills to continue fighting 
the Khakis. The rifle is now part of the 
Anglo-Boer War Museum collection in 
Bloemfontein, while Dr Jan and his tales 
are part of Prince Albert's rich heritage. 

Johannes Jacobus van Heerden was born 
on 29 December 1926 on the farm Geluk 
in the Middelburg district. He remem- 
bered his mother telling him local stories 
and when he got up to mischief she would 
wag her finger and threaten him with dire 
consequences. "As jy nie ophou nie sal die 
musbiekers jou vang!" Musbiekers? Dr 
Jan's mother spoke of the dark skinned 
Mozambican labourers whom the builder 
John Tassie had employed to construct the 
Swartberg Pass. Tassie started work in 
1881, when his tender of £18 120 was 
accepted by the Cape Parliament but 
within a year he was bankrupt and work 
came to a halt with just 6km of the road 
completed. Bain took over and built the 
Pass so Tassie 's name faded, but Dr Jan 
remembered the threat of the 'mus- 
biekers. ' 

Dr Jan matriculated in Mossel Bay and 
started studying medicine, paying his own 



way through his MBChB studies. One 
source of income was drawing sport carica- 
tures for the press under the name Janus. Dr 
Jan and his fellow Writers' Guild member 
Jack Botha shared many reminiscences of 
boxing matches and rugby fixtures both had 
attended. 

This early press experience spurred Dr Jan 
into writing in the medical field and he was 
without doubt the most prolific author in the 
Prince Albert Writers' Guild. Under the pen 
name Jan van Elfen he wrote 17 health 
books, the encyclopaedic Doktor in die 
Huis, more than 4000 magazine articles and 
for 40 years, published a weekly newspaper 
article on health matters. He married Elfabie 
Schwim in 1955 and they raised four chil- 
dren: Rouan, Heidi, Carel en Use. Elf was 
his helpmate in both his careers: typing most 
of his manuscripts and assisting him in his 
rooms. 

Our neighbours in Beaufort West celebrate 
their famous son Chris Barnard, pioneer of 
heart transplants, and acknowledge Dr Jan 
who, as Assistant Editor of the SA Medical 
Journal, published Professor Barnard's re- 
search on tissue rejection preceding that 
historic event. While writing was a passion, 
medical practice was where Dr Jan's heart 
truly lay and he worked in private practice 
until 1974 when he was asked to establish 
the University of Stellenbosch Health Clinic 
with its focus on sports injuries. 

In his happy working retirement in Prince 
Albert, 'sick people are my hobby!' 
he would say, he also continued writing, 
regularly contributed articles about local 
characters to the Prince Albert Friend, each 
accompanied by a gentle Janus caricature. In 
this Olive Festival month we recall Dr Jan 



promoting the medicinal qualities of olive 
oil: "Young mothers, remember it makes a 
wonderful balm for babies' bottoms!" 

Dr Jan thought the Museum exhibition 
about Fransie Pienaar should be enhanced 
with a portrait of the lady and he used the 
photograph of her as an eighteen year old 
schoolgirl as inspiration, but asked her 
granddaughter Frances Olivier to sit as his 
model so that he might get Fransie's eyes 
right. As the Museum celebrates its 40th 
anniversary with a witblitz 'stook' we also

Writers' Guild 
meetings were always enlivened by Dr 
Jan's wonderful sense of humour and 
memories of the winter gatherings in Dr 
Jan and Elf's kitchen, with tasty soup and 
flowing wine, are treasured by all who 
were there. 

Dr Jan gave much to South Africa through 
his medical expertise and his mass of 
medical publications. Those who knew 
him in his last years also know how much 
he contributed to Prince Albert with his 
generosity of spirit, his lively sense of 
humour and his creativity.

Wolwekraal Nature Reserve - honouring our heritage, inspiring our youth 

do not destroy the natural capital (water, 
clean air, biodiversity) that ultimately sup- 
ports people and the biosphere. 

A not-for-profit company, the GCBR's 
objectives are to complement the work of 
CapeNature by: 

• Contributing to the conservation of land- 
scapes, ecosystems, species and genetic 
variation 

• Fostering economic and human develop- 
ment which is socio-culturally and ecol- 
ogically sustainable 

• Supporting demonstration projects, envi- 
ronmental education and training, re- 
search and monitoring related to local, 
regional, national and global issues of 
conservation and sustainable develop- 
ment. 

Wolwekraal Nature Reserve makes a consid- 
erable contribution to all of these objectives. 
It conserves an example of a desert environ- 
ment without houses or roads, protecting rare 
and common plant & animal species from 
habitat destruction. Birds, frogs and other 
creatures that move seasonally between the 
mountain and the plains use the river as a 
corridor through the nature reserve. 

The Reserve also protects cultural heritage 
including Khoi campsites, early colonial 
walls and fences. The environmental educa- 
tion and economic development component 
is achieved through guided walks and dem- 
onstrations by staff and interns ... a unique 
way of introducing locals, learners, city 
dwellers and foreign visitors to Karoo natu- 
ral and cultural history. While at the same 
time creating an awareness of the scarcity 
and value of water in Karoo landscapes. 

A new development on the Reserve is a set 
of land rehabilitation experiments being con- 
ducted by Willem Matthee. Formerly an 
intern with Renu-Karoo Willem is now a 
Masters student at the George Campus of 
Nelson Mandela Metropolitan University. 

Through these and other projects Wolwe- 
kraal Nature Reserve makes a significant 
contribution to inspiring our youth and hon- 
ouring the natural and cultural roots of 
Prince Albeit.

You may have noticed the new 
Wolwekraal Nature Reserve signs on 
the gravel road to Leeu-Gamka? This little 
gem was declared a Nature Reserve in 
June 2011 and lies between the Municipal 
garbage dump and the Swart Rivier Olive 
Show Farm. 

The owners of Wolwekraal, Sue and Rich- 
ard Dean, signed a management agreement 
with CapeNature, the Provincial Nature 
Conservation Authority, which now has 
custody of the property deeds. The agree- 
ment is that the property be managed for 
conservation of biodiversity. No housing 
development, industry, livestock keeping 
or introduction of non-indigenous game is 
permitted, except on the 9 ha set aside as a 
nursery. Invasive alien plant species such 
as pink tamarix have to be removed, the 
fences maintained and erosion controlled. 
Permitted land use includes research and 
educational uses, nature walks and bird 
watching. Although the property may 
change hands, any new owner would need 
to commit to the "in perpetuity" manage- 
ment agreement. 

Wolwekraal was identified as an area wor- 
thy of being declared as a Nature Reserve 
because it contains a good example of 
Prince Albert Succulent Karoo, a type of 
vegetation not conserved anywhere else. 
The property falls within an important 
Ecological Support Area. 

There are also some highly localised and 
rare species on Wolwekraal Nature Re- 
serve, plus cultural heritage sites. The Re- 
serve needs long-term conservation status 



to protect it and its pollinators and to main- 
tain the functions of the Dorpsrivier corri- 
dor that passes through the land. The link 
that the Dorpsrivier has with the Gamka 
and Gouritz Rivers give Wolwekraal Na- 
ture Reserve special significance. 

The Dorpsrivier, the one from which the 
village of Prince Albert draws all its water, 
rises in the Swartberg, flows though the 
village and then into the Swartrivier which 
is a tributary of the Gamka. The Gamka in 
turn flows into the Gouritz River system, 
making Prince Albeit and its environs part 
of the Gouritz Cluster Biosphere Reserve 
(GCBR). 

The GCBR is South Africa's newest mem- 
ber of a group of land use initiatives inter- 
nationally designated as 'UNESCO Bio- 
sphere Reserves'. Incorporating the catch- 
ment of the Gouritz River and all it tribu- 
taries, it includes parts of the Great and 
Little Karoo and coastal areas on either 
side of the Gouritz corridor including the 
Prince Albeit area (see map). It is the first 
block of land in Africa to be designated as 
a 'Cluster Biosphere Reserve'... interna- 
tionally recognized regions dedicated to 
sustainable development in the 21st cen- 
tury. 

The challenge that such areas face is how 
to manage growth and development for the 
well being of their human communities, 
while strengthening agriculture and natural 
resource conservation sustainably. A bio- 
sphere reserve differs from a protected area 
such as a National Park or Nature Reserve 
in that it does not exclude human activities 
such as villages, industry, agriculture, but 
rather promotes such activities in ways that

Hoe geneig is ons nie om ons te 
vergaap aan die vlinders wat ons 
tuin af en toe besoek nie, maar tog kan 
ons nie gou genoeg na die insekdoder op 
die rak gryp en die plante spuit sodra ons 
'n wurmpie gewaar nie. Skoenlappers sal 
baie spoggerige tuine net een kyk gee en 
verbyvlieg, want die meeste van die 
tuine word gereeld bespuit met gifdoder, 
of die meeste van hierdie plante is uit- 
heems. Om alleen plante met mooi 
blomme te plant om skoenlappers te lok, 
is dus nie so doeltreffend nie. 



Voor ons wegspring en begin tuinmaak 
om skoenlappers te lok, moet ons eers 
doodseker maak dat ons inheemse plante 
kry. Dit help ook nie 'n mens kry 'n 
klomp plante wat inheems is aan Suid 
Afrika, maar dan glad nie in jou area 
groei nie. Skoenlappers sal nie myle ver 
vlieg om die een plantjie in jou tuin op te 
soek wat moontlik sy larwes sal kan 
voed tot die dag wat dit reg is vir 'n pa- 
pie nie. Die beste is om na jou plaaslike 
kwekery toe te gaan om meer uit te vind 
oor watter plante in die area voorkom en 
geskik is vir skoenlappers. 

'n Baie bekende gesig wat die meeste 
van julle seker al gesien het, is die Melk- 
bosskoenlapper {African Monarch). Dit 
is 'n pragtige oranje en swart skoenlap- 



per wat regoor Suid-Afrika voorkom. Hier 
in Prince Albert le hulle hul eiers op ver- 
skillende ghaap plante, soos soet ghaap en 
makghaap, asook Aasblomme en Lammer- 
lat. Die ghaap is 'n baie eienaardige plant 
met die mooiste blomme, maar ongelukkig 
nie die lekkerste reuk nie. Die blom word 
bestuif deur vliee. Moenie bekommerd 
wees nie; die blomme sal die vliee ten 
minste buite die huis hou. Plant hulle ver- 
kieslik nie naby aan die kombuis nie. Dit is 
baie gehard vir die droogte hier in Prince 
Albert en vra nie veel water nie. Lammer- 
lat, net soos die ghaap, is ook droogte be- 
stand. Dit kan 2,5m hoog raak. Dit maak 
'n pragtige geel-groen blom. Soet ghaap is 
'n laaggroeiende vetplant. Waar dit wild 
voorkom, kan jy verseker weet dat die veld 
in goeie kondisie is. 

Die meeste mense wil net mooi, kort ge- 
snyde, grasgroen gras in hulle tuin he, 
maar hier in Prince Albert waar die reen 
maar skaars is, kan ons nie elke dag sorg 
dat die gras nat kom nie. Dus het ons net 
een keuse. Ons kan inheemse grasse plant. 
Dit kan nou nie 'n mooi groen grasperk 
vorm soos die uitheemse gras nie, maar dit 
sal jou tuin laat lewe. Die skoenlappers sal 
nie net verby die tuin vlieg nie, maar hulle 
sal 'n rukkie vertoef. Skoenlappers soos 
Karoo weduwee {Karoo Widow), 
Southey's weduwee {Southey's Widow), 
Dickson's weduwee {Dickson 's Widow) en 
Karoobruintjie {Karoo Brown), om maar 



'n paar te noem, is van die skoenlappers 
wat inheemse grastuintjies beslis sal 
besoek. 

Nog 'n skoenlapper wat regoor Suid- 
Afrika en sommer regoor die wereld 
voorkom, is die pragtige Sondagsrokkie 
{Painted Lady). Sondagsrokkie le hulle 
eiertjies op Ankerkaroo {Pentzia inca- 
na), Botterblom {Gazania krebsiana) en 
Witbietou {Dimorphotheca cuneata). 

Ankerkaroo is 'n struik wat 50cm hoog 
staan. Nie net lok dit die pragtige skoen- 
lapper nie, maar dit word ook gebruik 
om tandpyn en maagseer te stop. Dit het 
'n klein, ronde geel blommetjie. Botter- 
blom hou daarvan om naby water te 
groei en is nie net 'n mooi gesig in die 
tuin nie, maar lok ook die Sondagsrok- 
kie. Witbietou is nog een van die baie 
plante wat hierdie skoenlapper verkies 
om haar eiers op te le. Die blomme van 
die Witbietou maak in die namiddag toe 
en sal dan eers weer die volgende og- 
gend oopmaak. 

'n Mens moet onthou dat dit nie altyd so 
ekologies gepas is om 'n tuin te he met 
pragtige blomme soos rose nie. Om in- 
heems te plant vir jou area spaar nie net 
baie water nie, maar gaan jou tuin laat 
wemel van die lewe. Jou tuin sal gesond 
wees en jy sal 'n klein ekosisteem he 
waar diertjies kan lewe. Moenie nou 
begin gril nie. Dit is beter om vir hulle 
'n plekkie buite te maak as om hulle in 
jou huis te he!

Fruitless Expenditure 

An article appeared in the February/ 
March issue of the Friend on the 
considerable expenditure by councillors 
on travel. Attending workshops, confer- 
ences, study programmes and the like are 
all part and parcel, it seems, of the heady 
business of being a councillor. 

You might think that we residents and 
ratepayers are poised to benefit by way of 
having our councillors more learned than 
they were before. And thus able serve us 
more cost-effectively, more efficiently 
and, perhaps, even more professionally. 
But if this is the aim of all those work- 
shops, 'business' meetings and out-of- 



town jollies then we are not getting our 
moneys' worth. Because there are seldom 
report-backs, no solid evidence (agenda, 
minutes, etc) that the individual did indeed 
attend whatever it was and no visible im- 
provement in efficiency. 

Meetings are still cancelled at the last min- 
ute. Agendas do not go out timeously. And 
the Minutes, if they ever appear, are pro- 
duced so long afterwards that it's almost 
impossible to track actionable items. 

Councillors serve the ratepayers and resi- 
dents of Prince Albert. And as such should 
carry out their duties in a transparent and 
accountable way. They need to make deci- 
sions that are in our best interests from 



within a democratic framework that relies 
on frequent consultation with community 
members, ward committee members, and 
organised interest groups. 

You need to know what your taxpayer's 
Rands are being spent on by way of 
travel, conferences, workshops, etc. And, 
most importantly, you need to know how 
you, your family or your community stand 
to benefit.

Inside a neat office and two toilets, 
one with wheelchair access, open off a small 
foyer.

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Mislukte vergadering

|P Donderdag, 12 April, het veertig 
werkgewers en werknemers in die 
Prince Albert-boubedryf in die St John's 
saal bymekaargekom om die vergadering 
by te woon wat bele is deur die Prince 
Albert Munisipaliteit. Meneer Isak 
Strauss (Departementshoof Arbeidsver- 
houdinge) van die Boubedingingsraad 
(BBR) in Worcester, sou die vergadering 
toespreek. 

Meneer Strauss het egter geweier om die 
vergadering toe te spreek as die boukon- 
trakteurs ook teenwoordig is. Hy het 
daarop aangedring dat net werknemers 
by die vergadering mag wees. Meneer 
Goliath Lottering, Prince Albert se bur- 
gemeester, het toe die aanwesiges gevra 
om te besluit hoe die verrigtinge verder 
moet verloop. Na intensiewe gespreks- 
voering en debattering is ooreengekom 
dat dit ondemokraties en onaanvaarbaar 
is dat 'n geslote vergadering gehou word. 
Die werkers het aangedring dat hul werk- 
gewers teenwoordig moet wees sodat 
almal wat betrokke is, kan hoor hoe die 
BBR presies funksioneer. Almal het toe 
eendragtig opgestaan en die saal verlaat. 

Meneer Strauss was vergesel van 'n per- 
soon wat klaarblyklik die werknemers 
ook wou toespreek oor die vakbondwese. 
Volgens die BBR se nuusbrief, gedateer 
September 2011, sal geregistreerde wer- 
kers RIO per week as vakbondlede be- 
taal, wat outomaties aan die Unie oorbe- 
taal sal word. Werknemers word 
aangeraai om navrae aan die Unie te rig 
betreffende "sekere voordele". 

Bouers en hul werkers poog al 'n 
geruime tyd om presies te verstaan hoe 
die BBR werk en het gehoop om ant- 
woorde te kry by die vergadering. Nou, 
na die mislukte vergadering, is dit nog 
steeds nie duidelik hoe die fondse gead- 
ministreer gaan word nie. Prince Albert 
se boubedryf gee vir 'n groot klomp 
mense permanente sowel as stukwerk - 
salarisse wat vele monde voed. Die BBR 
se tariewe (wat plaaslike werkgewers as 
onrealisties hoog beskou) behels byvoor- 
beeld dat die boukontrakteur vir 'n 
skoonmaker wat R344.80 'n week ver- 



dien, elke week uit sy eie sak R96.45 aan 
die BBR moet oorbetaal. Vir 'n ambags- 
man wat Rl 8 16.40 per week verdien, is 
die oorbetaling R465.10 per week. Vol- 
gens die BBR (wat 'n onafhanklike 
statutere raad is) se loonskedule sal 
werknemersvoordele die volgende in- 
sluit: Vakansiefonds, pensioen- of voor- 
sorgfonds, siekefonds en 'n opleidings- 
heffing. 

As die somme gemaak word, kan dit tot 
R60,000 meer kos om 'n enkele huis te 
bou. Die bouers is besorg dat hulle finan- 
sieel nie sterk genoeg is om so 'n las te 
dra nie. Die huiseienaar sal dus vir die 
ekstra kostes moet opdok - wat vanself- 
sprekend die bou van huise gaan 
beinvloed. Daar is kontrakteurs wat reken 
hulle sal hul besighede moet sluit of min- 
stens moet afskaal - wat kosbare werks- 
geleenthede verlore sal laat gaan. 

Om 'n BBR- dokument aan te haal: "Die 
BBR word bedryf in terme van die Wet 
op Arbeidsverhoudinge no 66 van 1995 
en word gestig as werkgewersverenigings 
en vakbonde in 'n bepaalde industriele 
sektor en geografiese gebied ooreenkom 
op kollektiewe bedinging."

Residents are encouraged to 'Speak Up For Your Ward' by comment- 
ing on the Prince Albert Municipality's (PAMUN) Draft Integrated De- 
velopment Plan 2012/17. 

The first drafts of the 2012/2017 Integrated Development Plan (IDP) 
and Budget were approved by Council on 27 March 2012 and are 
available for public comment until the end of May 2012. 

The IDP is an important document that helps the PAMUN to accu- 
rately forecast the town's needs (such as water, housing, health, edu- 
cation, etc.) for the next five years. The main purpose being to assist 
the PAMUN in planning and budgeting for the most cost effective ways 
of meeting and maintaining service delivery requirements. 

Public comments are crucial for the approval of the IDP and Budget. 

WHAT IS AN IDP? 

In 2000 Government passed legislation obliging municipalities to in- 
volve communities in the IDP process. It did this to encourage people 
to take responsibly for the development and improvement of their own 
lives ... and that of their children. 

An IDP is the planning document developed by a Municipality together 
with its citizens, and that outlines development priorities for the town. 
This "superplan" includes all services, resources, and facilities neces- 
sary for improving the lives of residents and homeowners within a 
municipal area. The IDP guides the Municipality on how, what, and 
when to spend its money for the next five years. 

Residents will assist in developing the Plan by providing suggestions 
to Municipal officials either informally or at public meetings. Together 
the Municipality and the community prioritise areas for development 
and determine how they will be put into action. 

PAMUN is required by law to prepare a new five-year plan (IDP) for 
the period from July 2012 to June 2017. This will be revised and up- 
dated annually to reflect changing service delivery needs of the com- 
munity. 

HOW DOES IT AFFECT YOU? 

The IDP is the planned overview of all services, opportunities and 
resources offered to residents by the Municipality. It affects all aspects 
of life in your community from social support, employment opportuni- 
ties, educational support, water, electricity, and sewage as well as the 
development of sporting facilities. 

Do you have an idea, special need, or proposal that you feel will bene- 
fit your community or the town in general? Then you should share it 
with the Prince Albert Municipality so that it can be included in 
the IDP. The PAMUN will collect all suggestions/proposals and priori- 
tise them within its legislative, budgetary, and community obligations. 



The IDP directly influences the level and speed of service delivery by 
the Municipality. So it is in your own interest to participate in IDP meet- 
ings. Also to let the Municipality know of any service delivery projects 
you would like see implemented in your community over the next five 
years. The level of public interest in this vital process will serve to 
inspire the Municipality in meeting future challenges. Without your 
participation the result is likely to be limited service delivery and a lack 
of accountability by the Municipality. 

HOW WILL YOU BENEFIT? 

By participating in IDP meetings and submitting suggestions, you will 
know which service delivery projects will be prioritized over the next 
five years. This way you will be able to hold the Municipality account- 
able if projects have not been implemented. Your active participation 
in the IDP process also ensures greater transparency and accountabil- 
ity by the Municipality. 



HOW, WHEN, AND WHERE CAN YOU TAKE PART? 

You (as an individual or as representative of your community) are 
invited to make written or verbal submissions to the Municipal offices 
during office hours, 8am-4pm. You are also invited to attend public 
meetings that will take place in all communities during April and May 
2012.

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Christine Thomas - 'Art provides a perspective for understanding'

"I speak in English, but I paint in Afri- 
kaans," said Christine Thomas, reflecting 
on an exhibition she created to illustrate 
the stories and memories of Rooikamp, 
Prince Albert's own 'District Six'. 

Christine's creativity seems to come in 
great gushes of ideas like the leiwater 
rushing through her shady garden. Rather 
than being confined to a single canvass, or 
a single medium, she needs several walls 
and many techniques to adequately ex- 
press her artistic impulses. 

The exhibition about Rooikamp, Bo Dorp 
and Nuwerus was inspired by the tales of 
Baba Lekay, who grew up in the lively 
communities destroyed by the apartheid 
decree of forced removals. 

Christine rendered the past in sepia tones 
and the present in colour. She 'faded' 
names of the families torn from their 
homes and incorporated artefacts into her 
work, including "old photos faded, bro- 
ken, torn, like so many lives," she re- 
called. 

It's probably no coincidence that some of 
her work is testament to an historical 
event or provides a narrative context to 



what she is observing. Social upheaval 
and dysfunction often spawn artistic ex- 
pression and tradition. As she says, 
"context is part of the story." 

For Christine, art is not only a means of 
expressing herself, or illustrating a story; 
it has provided a framework and struc- 
ture to her life. Whether absorbing new 
places and experiences overseas or think- 
ing and reading about history or litera- 
ture, art - through its symbols, shifts and 
movements - has provided her with a 
perspective for understanding. 

She says she and her husband, architect 
Derek Thomas, always travel with 
sketchbooks, pencils, charcoal, watercol- 
ours. Capturing a sunrise over the Hima- 
layas, Red Square in Moscow, or trying 
to duplicate the lines of a Matisse cut-out 
in a museum contributed not only to their 
enjoyment of the trip, but their own his- 
tories, as her work to portray a visual 
history of Prince Albert does for us. 

Christine studied design at Rhodes and 
then at the Ruth Prowse School of Art in 
Cape Town, where she worked to master 
the graphic arts: etching, woodcut, draw- 
ing and line. "I love line," she says. 

"Drawing is everything; it helps me to 
look. Look and learn. Drawing allows us 
to unconsciously pick up things through 
our other senses, not just our eyes. There 
is something so essential about the proc- 
ess. It must involve you." 

After studying, she began teaching chil- 
dren and became a "holiday painter." 

"Teaching became my creative outlet as I 
learned to 'read' the children's draw- 
ings," she said. 

Then after taking early retirement Chris- 
tine began painting again and joined the 
South Africa Society of Artists, enjoying 
the workshops, peer review and judged 
exhibitions. She has been a Fellow since 
2006. 

And yet she considers her time in Prince 
Albert - nearly 20 years - to encompass 



what she calls her "art life." 

Here, Christine has explored landscapes, 
still lifes and the "mountains and vlak- 
tes." By studying the landscape she be- 
came preoccupied with scale: "The enor- 
mous mountains towering over little 
dwellings," some derelict. And then, she 
says, "the people crept in." 

The story of Rooikamp was not her first 
Prince Albert exhibit. She showed paint- 
ings of AllPay Day, depicting residents 
of the town chatting, walking about, vis- 
iting with friends, often in their 'Sunday 
Best'. 

Next came studies of some of the town's 
signage, its found objects and more ac- 
tivities, including the witty riddling for 
which the pioneers of Gamkaskloof were 
known, the vibrant rhythm of riel danc- 
ing, the Saturday Market and Outa Piet 
Balelie's colourful and totemic hats. 

Her pieces are full of colour - like her 
stencilled home and the soft furnishings 
in her studio - and a dynamism that sug- 
gests she has indeed used all her senses 
to observe her subjects. She says she 
tends to experiment, taking cues from 
the subject matter, often experimenting 
with mixed media such as watercolour 
and pastel, or charcoal dusted over damp 
watercolour paper to provide texture. 

"I love texture whether created by the 
medium that I am using or by imbedding 
items such as paper, or rusty tins. I fre- 
quently draw over painted surfaces and 
enjoy the expressive quality of the brush 
stroke." 

Like the Japanese potter who leaves a 
visible thumbprint in his tea bowl, Chris- 
tine believes that aiming for perfection 
kills spontaneity and strives to accept 
imperfections of a work. 

She is now "ready to go beyond illustra- 
tion," looking more toward etching and 
graphics while she continues to teach 
children once a week, hoping to "open a 
door to new experiences" for them as art 
has for her.

Ses plukkers begin in 
die lig van die eerste sonstrale selektief te 
pluk. Hulle pak die druiwe in vlak kassies 
en dra dit sorgvuldig kelder toe - so 300 kg 
op 'n oggend. Die Rooi Hanepootdruiwe 
het vanjaar drie pluksels gehad, die ander 
druifsoorte - Muskadel, Touriga Nacional 
en Petit Verdot - een elk. 'n Totaal van twee 
ton druiwe is geoes. 

By die kelder is Susan erg puntenerig. Sy 
verwyder enige ongewenste korrel "wat ek 
nie sal eet nie, kom nie in die wyntenk 
nie". Die vlekvrye staal ontstingelaar doen 
sy werk en die stukkende druiwe val in die 
parsbak. Na 'n kort fermentasie word die 
sap op die doppe gefortifiseer, 'n paar dae 
later word die wyn van die doppe afgetrek 
na 'n tenk, die doppe drooggedruk in die 
waterpers, daardie sap kom ook in die tenk, 
die uitgedrukte doppe gaan komposhoop 
toe. 

Met die Hanepoot in hul in vlekvrye staal- 
tenkies, die Touriga en Petit Verdot in hul 
houtvaatjies, is die verouderingsproses aan 
die gang. Nou ontwikkel die natuurlike 
geure van die druiwe en "trou" die suiker, 
die suur en alkohol in die wyn met mekaar 
om 'n gebalanseerde eindproduk te lewer. 

Daar word elke jaar drie of vier keer gebot- 
tel. Met behulp van 'n vernuftige Italiaanse 
masjien kan Herman en Susan gemaklik tot 
'n duisend bottels per dag vul. Dan staan 
die plek vol naakte bottels wat eerstens vir 
die SAWIS Inspekteur wag om die oplaag te 
kom tel en monsters te kollekteer wat Paarl 
toe gaan vir sensoriese evaluasie, sowel as 
laboratoriumtoetse. Dan volg die tydsame 
verpakkingsproses: elke bottel se nek word 
in warm waks gedoop, etikette en sertifise- 
ringstrokies netjies opgeplak, kartonne 
gevou, geplak en blink nuwe bottels 
ingepak, reg vir wegdra. 

Die klein skaal van SoetKaroo se bedryf 
maak hoe standaarde van kwaliteitbeheer 
moontlik. Die klein kelder is soos die toets- 
laboratorium van 'n groot wynkelder waar 
die wetenskap en kuns van wynmaak kom- 
bineer. Die kwaliteit en interessantheid van 
die wyne is reeds deur verskeie toekennings 
bevestig.

In the last six months a nondescript 
home on Church Street has been 
transformed into an elegant Karoo house, 
painted in a calm and trendy light grey 
wash. Since I am both curious and 
nosey, I wandered into Karoo Kaleido- 
scope last week, not really knowing what 
to expect. What I knew for certain was 
that you couldn't make a living by sell- 
ing kaleidoscopes in our village. 

My first impression was that this was a 
creative person's best dream: a whole 
assortment of what children and adults 
need to indulge themselves by drawing, 
painting, sculpting and enjoying any 
craft you could imagine. There were can- 
vases and bright paints, paintbrushes, 
play dough, stationery and much more. 
This pricked my interest and I arranged 
to have a conversation with the owners, 
Michelle and Melvin Smith, to find out 
what it was all about. 

"Why the name Kaleidoscope?" I asked 
the person with a wonderful smile that 
greeted me at the door. Michelle ex- 
plained: "Kaleidoscope means 'observer 
of beautiful things', an art that I have 
been privileged to enjoy in the countries 
and places I have lived in. Both Melvin 
and I loved Prince Albert on sight many 



years ago and bought property here. This is 
a very creative town with a whole assort- 
ment of creative people. We love it here 
and after busy professional lives this is just 
the right place for us. My heart is at rest 
and beats more slowly here!" 

I could see that Melvin and Michelle's en- 
thusiasm wasn't put on and that they had a 
genuine urge to share their enjoyment of 
creativity with like-minded people. And 
yet I couldn't fathom why a youngish cou- 
ple who had led busy lives and careers in 
cities would want to move here. "Cities are 
shallow and suffocating places that stifle 
creativity," explained Michelle. "Releasing 
the creativity in all people, young and old 
is our passion.

"We 
source the items that we know are needed 
from wholesalers and since we are closer 
than shops in Oudtshoorn or George we 
can keep prices reasonable. We make some 
of the stuff ourselves. We are certainly not 
just another shop".
